Derby—Belmont Stakes, has consistently come up with not- 
able horses. He made this record while standing in Texas, 
never had more than 10 foals any one year. 


BAL MUSETTE is his latest performer of note. A maiden 
3-year-old, this son if Middleground made his first start of 
1961 in Bowie’s Governor’s Gold Cup and came from behind 
to whip a much more seasoned field. The tip-off, of course, 
was Bal Musette’s bang-up second in the Pimlico Futurity 
at 2 and his being assigned 112 lbs. on the Experimental 
though still a maiden. An illness ended his preparation to 
fellow his sire at Churchill Downs.

This colt follows a string of three classic fillies. There was 
RESACA, winner of the 1959 Coaching Club American Oaks 
and Delaware Oaks. Then there was the Bed O’Roses Handi- 
cap winner CHISTOSA. Earlier HERE AND THERE won 
the Alabama Stakes only to be burned to death in a fire on 
the night of her stakes triumph. 


An out- 
standing member of a tremendous crop of foals, he is 
preving exceptional ability in the stud — though the number 
of mares has been slight.

61 or 71, Robinson Wants 
To Continue Working 


At an age when most men are thinking 
about retiring, a 61-year-old exercise 
“boy” is intent on continuing in his trade 
until he “can’t lift up a leg.” 

His name is Bill Robinson. Like Archie 
Moore and Satchel Paige, he always kids 
about his age, which he gives as 61. Back- 
stretchers say he is 71, give or take a 
year. 

Robinson plies his skilled trade each 
morning at Belmont Park for trainer Dave 
Schneider and others. He gets up on an 
average of 4 a day. Some horsemen call 
him an “ace trouble-shooter.” He handles 
rogues without trouble. Many times when 
a trainer has a temperamental horse that 
cannot be handled by one of his boys, 
he calls on Robinson. 

Schneider, who has used Robinson for 
6 years, said, “When I get Bill up on 
one of my horses mornings, I don’t have 
to worry. He seems comfortable up there. 
He suits a horse well and gets along 
with them. He has a loose line and an 
uncanny way of handling excitable horses. 
Ask the outriders, about him: they'll say 
he is fabulous.” 

Outrider Jim Dailey said, “It’s amazing 
how he gets the job done. We never have 
to give him help. A lot of boys who could 
be his grandsons need help. But this 
Robinson, he’s got great patience with a 
horse. And he is always singing and chirp- 
ing to horses. I think he puts them in a 
happy frame.” 

Robinson’s career goes back to 1915. 
when he rode his first winner. a horse 
named Deuce, at Churchill Downs. He 
hung up his tack as a jockey in 1923. “I 
was a fella who never had a chance.” he 
said. “Like a fighter who never got a 
shot at the title. If you get a lot of bad 
horses in this business. like I did. you 
look like a bum.” 

A native of Blackpool. England, Robin- 


son is married. but has no. children. 
“Just four parakeets and a_ cocker 
spaniel.” 


“T keep fit by working.” he said. “I 
tell you. I feel just as good now as when 
I was 22. I take care of myself. I don’t 
drink or smoke and [I got a wife who 
understands.” 


Robinson is as trim as any exercise boy 
on the track. He weighs 115, stands 5-4. 
His hands are strong, thick, and calloused. 

“To be a good rider,” Robinson said, 
“a boy must have good hands. It’s all 
done in the hands. And you've got to 
have patience. Most horses are hot-tem- 
pered, and when a boy can’t get along 
with his horse, they go to pieces. The 
boy’s reactions reflect in the horse’s atti- 
tude. A boy shouldn’t look forward to be- 
ing a jockey overnight. It takes time and 
patience. Two or 3 years. And he has got 
to work hard and long hours.” 

Robinson’s favorite rider is Manny 
Yeaza. “That boy came up the hard way. 
He knows what it is to work hard.”

Turkish Baths for Horses 


Japanese veterinary surgeons are ad- 
vocating a kind of Turkish bath for race- 
horses, as well as for overweight jockeys. 

Racehorses are being treated at a sani- 
torium near Funabashi racecourse, near 
Tokyo, for injured leg muscles. 

The equine patients are first sent to 
a clinic for a check-up, when x-rays of 
their legs may be taken. 

Then they are led into a bath, where 
their legs are immersed in a hot spring, 
while they are showered simultaneously 
with warm mineral water. 

Attendants at the hot spring testify 
that most horses undergoing the treat- 
ment show the utmost contentment, and 
begin to get drowsy. 

Some are very reluctant to leave when 
their half-hour is up, and have to be 
dragged away.

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Second Coramine Case 


Reported at Aqueduct 


By Lou DeFichy 


New York. “It could be the work of 
thrill-seeker.” said trainer Hirsch 
Jacobs. commenting on announce- 
ment of a second drugging case within 
the month at Aqueduct. First it had been 
Jacobs’ Keep Ideals (The Blood-Horse 
of April 8. page 770). and now it was 
Mrs. Ada L. Rice’s Toboggan Handicap 
winner. Chief of Chiefs. In each case the 
laboratory had found evidence of Cora- 
mine. 

In the first case. a violation of March 
23. the purse was redistributed. but 
Jacobs was exonerated. In the current 
case. the stewards have withheld de- 
cision. pending investigation by 
Queens County District Attorney Frank 
D. O'Connor and the Thoroughbred Rac- 
ing Protective Bureau. 

Chief of Chiefs. a 4-year-old gelding. 
was trained by veteran Clyde Troutt. who 
said. “I don’t know a thing about it. I 
am as anxious to catch the culprit as 
anybody else. We run a nice clean shed 
here.” The Troutt barn. A-3. is about 100 
yards from Jacobs’ barn, A-8. 

Jacobs was quite perturbed over the 
second incident. all the more so because 
some said he should have been suspended 
as a matter of principle. “When it hits 
someone else. theyll feel a little bit dif- 
ferent about it.” said Jacobs. still quite 
sensitive about his own case. “Maybe 
Mrs. Rice will take it to court and knock 
it in the head. Funny thing. most of 
this has happened to horses with good 
form and horses that could run.” 

Chief of Chiefs had won 2. straight 
races before the Toboggan. Keep Ideals 
won 3 in a row following the Coramine 
incident. 

“T feel hurt when it happens to any- 
one.” continued Jacobs. “I> was scared 
all these years. whenever it happened. 
Maybe they should check those labs 
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thoroughly. Or maybe traces of the drug 
were in the hay or feed. If the lab says 
there is a positive nowadays, there is no 
turning back. I think when they find a 
positive on a horse they should place the 
stable and horse under secret  surveil- 
lance. Give them enough rope so you can 
catch them.” 

Trainers rallied to Troutt’s defense. 
Max Hirsch said. “There’s some mistake 
somewhere. Anybody with any _ intel- 
ligence knows you can’t get away with 
it.” Jim Hastie added. “That Troutt is 
a nice fellow. I can’t picture him doing 
anything like that. He’s got too much to 
lose.” 

Both Troutt and Jacobs are men of high 
moral character. and their records were 
untarnished until the Coramine incidents. 
Troutt. who served as a steward for the 
Ilinois Racing Commission in 1957-58. 
said. “I’ve won my share of races since 
I started training in 1931. and I have 
never been fined.” 


Troutt runs a tight ship. and chances 


are that investigators will find evi- 
dence of negligence. 
Coramine stimulates the circulatory 


and nervous systems. It is used for res- 
piratory embarrassment heart ail- 
ments. for anesthesic overdosage. carbon 
monoxide poisoning. shock treat- 
mental patients. It can be 
administered orally or intravenously. The 
drug is sold by prescription only: it can- 
not be purchased over the counter at a 
drug store.

State Racing Commission lab chemist 
Harry Peterson said that the drug can 
show in urine tests. but that in’ both 
cases it was detected in the saliva testing. 
“We simply report and confirm the posi- 
tive tests chemically.” he said. “We took 
the same tests as last time. We even held 
it overnight to make sure.” 


Troutt 


The sample of the horse’s saliva was 
received Monday night, April 24, at the 
lab. It was tested Tuesday. The report 
was held for further testing the next day. 
before official findings were released. 


Moment of Decision 


On Saturday. April 29. the 5-year-old 
black gelding Mail Order showed his 
muddy heels to 12 of the nation’s best 
handicap horses in winning his third 
straight stake. He led all the way in the 
18th running of the Grey Lag. and was 
timed in 1:5015 for the 9 furlongs. The 
Alamode Farm gelding paid off at 4 to 
1 and picked up a paycheck for $56,420. 

Jockey Larry Adams almost blew the 
race when Conestoga, with jockey Wal- 
ter Blum. slipped through on the rail and 
locked Mail Order in a bitter duel. For 
a few anxious moments Adams seemed 
indecisive. as if he were trying to decide 
whether to whip or hand ride. He did 
both: then in the last strides. he 
practically threw the reins. and Mail 
Order put his nose in front. All Hands 
was third. *Don Poggio fourth. 

Mail Order lugged 123 pounds. 3 more 
than he had carried when he won the 
Excelsior. The favored *Tudor Way. 
highweight in the field with 127. finished 
11th. He had made a bold move in the 
early running, then had chucked it. leav- 
ing trainer J. J. D’Agostino to believe 
that the horse had not liked the track. 

In the jockey’s dressing room, some- 
times referred to as the wait-and-weight 
room. Adams was distinguished by a large 
piece of gauze taped to his head. He re- 
vealed that there had been an accident: 
“T hit the glass coffee table in my apart- 
ment playing with my 4-year-old daug- 
ter.” he said. “I had to have 5. stitches 
it was cut so bad.” So Adams now had 
something in common with John Fitz- 
gerald Kennedy. 
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’M NOT going to be satisfied until I’m No. 1,” Louis Elwood 
Wolfson said with quiet directness. 


In 1960, his second full year in racing, Wolfson was third 
among North America’s leading owners in amount of money 
earned, with $679,865. 


Wolfson was quick to explain that he was not so interested 
in owning the top money-earning stable as he was in winning 
classic races and developing classic horses. He wants quality, not 
quantity. He wants to be No. 1 with top horses, “and I want to 
breed those top horses. 


“T’ve had a certain amount of success buying made horses. 
A lot of people were congratulating me after Roving Minstrel won 
the Champagne and *Wolfram won those 3 stakes after we bought 
him. Of course, it is always nice to win right after you buy 
something. But the real satisfaction is in winning with something 
of your own breeding. That’s what fascinates me, that’s the chal- 
lenge, the breeding—winning with something that you caused to 
be brought into the world.” 

This is not an uncommon goal for a racing man, but it is 
relatively rare for a man so new in the sport to recognize that one 
of the greatest pleasures is to breed and race a good horse. Wolfson 
has been in a hurry for most of his 49 years, in a hurry to get 
the most out of every venture he has entered. 

For breeding the classic horse, Wolfson believes that racing 
class in the dam is of primary importance. “That’s just common 
sense, it seems to me.” 

Among the first fillies he purchased (March, 1958) as a

lly of her year in England. “I got her for $90,000; 
“ost me another $10,000 to get her over here.” 

In the fall of 1958 he purchased 3 mares in foal 
» *Ribot: *Neutron ($70,000), *Shello ($60,000), and 
‘Warbler II ($50,000). 

“T bought those mares because I had heard *Ribot 
was the greatest race horse anybody had seen over 
here. I talked with Eddie Arcaro about it. He told me 
ae was riding Fisherman in the Arc de Triomphe and 
xvas going pretty easy on the front end when a horse 
passed him so fast he couldn’t identify him; said he 
ater learned that was *Ribot. That sounded like a 
pretty good horse to me.” 

Wolfson owns 36 broodmares, 100 per cent of 
* Alcibiades II, 20 per cent of Nadir, and one share each 
hn *Gallant Man, Nashua, *Tudor Minstrel, Warfare, 
‘Cavan, and Nantallah. 

“Yes, I make up the breeding list for my mares, but 
Leslie Combs has charge of my breeding operation. Oh, 
[discuss my list with Burley (Parke), but he says Les 
snows more about breeding than he does. So I send the 
ist to Les, and he can change it any way he wants. He 
ias the final say, and I have complete confidence in 
iis judgment.” 

Wolfson’s concern with racing class seemed to have 
been ignored in his purchase of * Alcibiades II as a stal- 
lion. A foal of 1951, *Alcibiades II won only one race, 


the Regency Stakes, in 9 starts in England, and won 2 
overnight races after his importation. 

“It’s true, he did not show the racing class I would 
like to have in a sire, but he has a marvelous pedigree; 
Les told me it was as good as Nashua’s.” 

*Alcibiades II is by leading sire Alycidon out of 
Rona, a stakes-winning daughter of Fara, the latter a 
full sister of noted stallions Fairway and Pharos. 

“Les offered to sell me the horse, so Burley and 
I went to Kentucky and we looked at all his foals and 
Burley said every one of them was sound. Now, I believe 
soundness is pretty important in a sire. Burley tells me 
unsoundness is one of the big problems in racing today. 
So I bought the horse for $30,000. Then I asked Les 
and Dr. (William) McGee to buy about $10,000 worth 
of *Alcibiades II yearlings in the Keeneland fall sale. 
I wanted to test the soundness of these horses on the 
track.” 

Combs purchased 4 yearlings for $8,000 at the 
1959 Keeneland fall sale. These were Charlie Z., Helen 
P., Joan’s Cathy, and Jimmull. Wolfson had purchased 
Joedimag for $6,500 from the Warner dispersal in Jan- 
uary of 1959. 

‘We shipped these yearlings to Florida and started 
in with them. I told Burley to rush them. I wanted them 
to go a half-mile, five-eighths, soon as possible. Burley 
said that would ruin them, rushing them like that, but

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Gulfstream Offers Its Plant 


For Tropical Park Meeting 


By Art Grace 


Miami. Two changes are in the wind 
for the 1962 Gulfstream Park meeting. 
One is certain: the other a strong pos- 
sibility. 

The outmoded infield tote board. which 
does not show win betting and does not 
utilize the teletimer, will be torn down 
and replaced by a_ bigger. modernized 
tote. The teletimer. at long last. will 


be added. ; 


To most racing fans, the new _ tote 
board—particularly the teletimer—w il] 
be as welcome as the million-dollar club 
house which the James Donns, father and 
son, built last summer. Up to this point. 
only the final running time has_ been 
flashed on the board. There has been no 
way for the racing fan to know the frac- 
tional clockings unless he carried his 
own stopwatch. And the possibility of 
human error in clocking each race always 
was factor. 

The new tote is definite. 

The second change, barring opposition 
in the state legislature. would have the 
43-day Tropical Park meeting at Gulf- 
stream Park. Saul Silberman. Tropical 
president, wants to make the move, and 
the Donns are in accord. 

The legislature first must approve of 
the transfer and opposition from Hialeah 
and the Florida Breeders Association 
must be overcome. 

“T think it is the greatest thing that 
could happen to Florida racing.” said the 
younger Donn, Gulfstream vice president. 
“It would be wonderful for the state. 
wonderful for the horsemen. wonderful 
for Tropical and fine for us. We have 
to maintain the plant 365 days a year 
anyway. If we can lease it for 43 days. so 
much the better. It means more money 
to the state, better purses for the horse- 
men. The racing fan will be able to have 
and extra 43 days in a track with first- 
class facilities.” 

Donn Sr. considered Silberman’s plan 
“very practical.” 

“All I want to do is make racing more 
important to the state. This certainly 
will do it. We’ve always had lots of co- 
operation from Tropical—which is more 
than I can say for Hialeah. We supply 
Hialeah with 40 to 50 horses every day 
they run. How many does Hialeah supply 
us? I’m not interested in running a 
vacation resort for New York horsemen.” 

For the first few weeks after Silberman 
broached the idea. there was no com- 
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ment from Hialeah. But on closing day 
at Gulfstream. Hialeah’s new president. 
young Gene Mori Jr.. made it known 
that his race track was staunchly opposed 
to any changes. 

“Silberman talked to us about run- 
ning his meeting here.” Mori said. “but 
we turned it down. I understand that Saul 
net only wants to run his meeting at 
Hialeah or Gulfstream. but to install 
harness racing at Tropical as well. We 
are opposed to both counts. 

“To begin with, we feel the saturation 
point in south Florida has been reached. 
We have all the pari-mutuel sports we 
can handle. As far as Tropical running 
at Gulfstream is concerned. we feel the 
system that we now have has worked 
very well, and we are not in favor of 
any changes. The present system has been 
developed over the years. and horse rac- 
ing now is stabilized and successful. 

“The tracks are geared to run on the 
present basis of dates. And what about 
stalls? We have a major problem now— 
especially making room for 2-year-olds—

with the setup we now have. What would 
happen if we lose Tropical’s 1.000 stalls? 
“We've made a survey of growth in 
mutuel play at the 3 local tracks over a 
10-year period. It shows that Tropical 
has not done so poorly. Saul sounds as 
though he were riding a slipping mare. 
“But look at these 10-year figures: 
Gulfstream up 16.2 per cent: Hialeah 
up 12.2 per cent. and Tropical up 11.3 
per cent. 
“We see no reason to change things.” 
The breeders’ objections centered on 
the staff problem. 


The Business Side 


Gulfstream ended its 1961 meeting 
April 24 with a total handle of $51.663.- 
026 and an attendance of 599.471. Com- 
pared to last year’s all-time record handle 
of $57.290.050. this year’s play was off 
7.5 per cent. Attendance. on the other 
hand. was off only 1.6 per cent. Hialeah, 
also going against a record 1960 handle 
had been off 6.6 per cent in handle and 
6.4 per cent in attendance. 

The decrease in handle did not dis- 
courage either of the Donns. 

“Compared to what happened to other 
businesses in south Florida, I feel we did 
very well.” said Donn Jr. “I understand 
the beach hotels were off as much as 
40 to 50 per cent. We were nailed by a 
recession and the money just wasn’t a- 
vailable. When Ambassador Kennedy was 
at the races. | remember telling him that 
when. a few months from now. you look 
back at this period, you'll find that the 
bottom of the recession came in March 
and April.” 

Donn Sr. held the same view. “As long 
as attendance held up. I am satisfied. As 
you. know. we instituted a tight pass 
policy this year. The figures show it 
didn’t hurt us at all. The people were 
still here; they just didn’t have as much 
to bet. And the tight pass policy will be 
continued in the future. I don’t believe 
in ‘baiting’ people into a race track who 
are going to bet rent and food money, 
by giving them a free pass. 

“It is like pheasant baiting. They set 
out sugared raisins to lure the birds, and 
then they shoot them. Betting is not the 
end in itself. We cannot exist without it, 
of course. but giving the people a pleasant 
place in which to enjoy themselves—win 
or lose—is every bit as important.” 

What about next year? 

“We'll let it take care of itself.” 


The Leading Trainer 


Arnold Winick is a pragmatic young 
man. and a successful one. Two years 
ago he set a record for races won by a 
trainer at Gulfstream Park with 20. Last 
year he broke it with 21. 

This year. with 19 winners. he became 
the first trainer in Gulfstream history to 
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win the title 3 straight times. On the 
final day of the meeting 3 of Winick’s 
horses finished second. beaten a_ nose, 
a neck, and three-quarters of a length. 

The secret of Winick’s success is not 
merely that he trains an_ inordinately 
large number of horses. More than this. 
he runs them where they belong. He isn’t 
afraid to lose a horse. He’d drop down 
a horse that belonged to his mother. Or 
to his wife. 

Laverne Winick, Arnold’s wife, is a 
tall, attractive woman who knows how 
to read a breeding catalogue. Two years 
ago. at the Keeneland sales, she insisted 
on buying “a little-bitty filly that she 
really fell in love with.” She named it 
Full O’Pride. 

“T turned the filly out.’ Winick said, 
“and when I brought her back from the 
farm darned if she hadn’t filled right 
out.” In her first start, against Times Two 
at Washington Park. Full O’Pride led 
for half a mile and finished third, beaten 
3 lengths. She ran 3 more times as a 2- 
year-old, finishing fourth each time. 

Full O’Pride made her debut as a 3- 
year-old at Gulfstream Park on March 
17, running for $10,000. She finished 
last. beaten 16 lengths. Two weeks later, 
much against Laverne’s wishes. Winick 
dropped Full O’Pride to $3500, and she 
galloped, winning by 3 lengths. Thirteen 
days later Winick sent her back for the 
same price. 

“Laverne was really distrubed this 
time.” Winick said, “but I’ve always in- 
sisted on running horses where they be- 
long.” 

Full O’Pride won even more easily this 
time—and she was claimed. Laverne had 
her picture taken in the winner’s circle, 
but as soon as she learned she had _ lost 
the horse she drove her car out of the 
track—and ran out of gas. Full O’Pride 
was one claim Arnold will have to live 
with for a very long time. 

Winick got the lead in the Gulfstream 
trainers’ standings by saddling a triple 
on April 14, getting 10 winners in 8 
days. 

“T don’t mind not running for a day. 
or 2 days. or 3 days.” Winick said. “If 
the races don’t suit my horses, Il wait 
until I find races that do. T want horses 
runing at me—TI don’t like to have to 
run at them. 

“[’m not much concerned with records. 
I just want to win every race I can. And 
anytime I can’t win. I want to be second. 
And if I can’t be second. I want to be 
third. I had a pretty good streak here 
(Gulfstream) but it wasn’t a record. | 
saddled 7 in 2 days at Woodbine in 1954.” 

When Gulfstream closed, on April 24, 
Winick shipped his stable to Washing- 
ton Park and took a 10-day fishing vaca- 
tion in Miami. 
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New Derby Outlook 


Crozier, which had all but eliminated 
himself from the Kentucky Derby picture 
with a dismal performance in Keeneland’s 
Forerunner Purse. on April 21, reinstated 
himself in the front rank of contenders 
with an exceedingly good race in the one- 
mile Derby Trial Stakes. 

Carry Back, the likely post-Derby favor- 
ite, was not in the Trial, and neither 
was the Blue Grass Stakes winner Sher- 
luck. But the manner in which Crozier 
handled the Forerunner winner Four-and- 
Twenty, running with him from the start 
and drawing away at the top of the stretch. 
indicated that Fred W. Hooper's colt 
would have much to say about the outcome 
of the Churchill Downs classic. 

The fractional times were :22°5, :4445. 
1:0935, and the final time, 1:34°5. was 
two-fifths of a second faster than the 
track record, set by Hasty Road in the 
1954 Trial. Crozier. under Braulio Baeza. 
and Four-and-Twenty, ridden by John 
Longden, worked out an additional quar- 
ter, and were timed in 2:0325 and 2:04 
respectively. 

Crozier’s race was especially significant

ck first, Flutterby second. 


because he held a straight course through 
the stretch, even though Baeza tapped 
him with a left-hand whip. 


Willie Shoemaker had ridden Crozier in 
the Forerunner, but Baeza obviously had 
the mount for the Derby. After the Trial, 
Hooper said, “I rode Shoemaker in the 
Forerunner to see how he would get along 
with the colt. There was no further com- 
mitment on either side. He was free to 
accept any Kentucky Derby mount that 
was offered to him. and I was free to en- 
gage any rider for Crozier that I chose. 
After the race, Shoemaker’s agent called 
me. He knew Crozier didn’t run his race 
and that the colt had run down, but I told 
him we were going to use our own boy 
(Baeza). Crozier is a game colt. He 
won't stand to be whipped. and I brought 
the pictures of all his races up here to 
show the boys and they prove it.” 


Crozier’s heels had responded to treat- 
ment, and for the Trial they were pro- 
tected by pads and elastic bandages, and 
the heels of his rear shoes had been 
raised.

Politics Cloud 


Racing Picture 
By Joe Agrella 


Cuicaco. Probably no city in America 
that has horse racing is so misinformed 
about the sport as Chicago. The legisla- 
ture is in session at Springfield, and rac- 
ing measures have fallen like rain into the 
hopper, with the result that we have 
had some appalling comment from law- 
makers who don’t know any better and 
from sports writers who should. 

One bill, which supposedly has the 
backing of Chicago’s powerful Democratic 
mayor Richard Daley. would boost the 
mutuel tax in Chicago by 21% per cent. 
making the total take-out 1614 per cent 
—and almost 171% per cent. counting the 
breakage. This would be the highest in 
the country, and would put a serious dent 
in Chicago’s hopes to maintain high-class 
racing. 

The legislator sponsoring the bill said. 
“Why. the $2 bettor wouldn't know the 
difference. He'd get back $6.40 instead 
of $6.60, and he wouldn’t care.” 

A Chicago sports columnist echoed the 
legislator’s argument and added some of 
his own. 

These people don’t know horse racing. 
They don’t understand that one can't 
push the mutuel commission up and up 
and not hurt racing. Chicago would not 
be competitive with other major racing 
centers. For example, the take-out in New 
Jersey is 13 per cent. in New York 15 per 
cent. Michigan 13 per cent, Maryland 12 
per cent, Kentucky 14 per cent, and 
Delaware 12 per cent. 

It’s unlikely the 214 per cent boost will 
be approved. The Arlington Park-Wash- 
ington Park people have some “friends” 
in Springfield, and so has president Wil- 
liam H. Johnston. of Sportsman’s Park. 
William S. Miller. chairman of the Illinois 
Racing Board, is a close friend of former 
Democratic Gov. John Stelle. who in turn 
is a pal of House Speaker Paul Powell. 
a Democrat and probably the most power- 
ful legislator in Springfield. 

Chicago’s big dailies aren't the only 
newspapers that leave a racing fan be- 
wildered. The following was the lead of a 
story in the Racing Form: 

“Tllinois-bred horses will race for $345.- 
100 more during the next 2 years if the 
legislature approves the request of the 
Illinois Racing Board as contained in the 
budget message of Gov. Otto Kerner pre- 
sented last week.” 

The story went on to say that the gover- 
nor had asked for an increase, from $749.- 
000 to $1,094,100, for the “Thoroughbred 
horse breeding subsidy fund” for the next 
2 years. 

The story was true, but it probably left

the impression that Illinois was giving to 
racing interests $345,100 which might bet- 
ter be used for college buildings. mental 
institutions, etc. Actually. the proposed in- 
crease already is provided for in the racing 
statutes. Races for I]linois-breds are sub- 
sidized by part of the state’s share of all 
ninth races. In 1960 this was 30 per cent; 
in 1961] and thereafter it will be 40 per 
cent. And that’s where the estimated 
$345.100 increase will come from over 
the next 2 years. 

One new racing bill already on the 
books 


was an “emergency” measure, 
passed to save John Stelle’s Cahokia 
Downs. in St. Clair County. Previously. 


when the population of a county reached 
250.000. a track paid a daily license fee 
of $2.500:; until then, the fee was $500 a 
day. Cahokia Downs and Fairmount Park. 
the other southern Illinois track. were 
$500 tracks. In the last census St. Clair’s 
population was above 250.000. 

The bill Kerner signed will cut the 
daily license fees of all tracks to $100 a 
day plus $1.000 a meeting. will reduce 
the track’s take from 8 per cent to 74 
per cent, and will raise the state’s share 
from 6 per cent to 6144 per cent. This 
arrangement will hurt the large tracks 
and help the small ones. The bigger the 
handle. the bigger the slice a track will 
lose. 

Arlington officials figured the new law 
probably would cost them $50.000_ this 
summer. But the Arlington-Washington 
officials didn’t fight the bill. Instead. they 
soon had one of their own in committee. 
The bill would extend the racing season 
by 6 days in Chicago. providing a maxi- 
mum of 175 days. not counting 12 charity 
days run annually at Sportsman’s Park. 
It would permit the racing board. at its 
discretion, to shift race meetings to “better 
compete with other centers.” 


Miller. who sponsored the bill. wanted 
Chicago to open on March 20 at a big 
track like Washington Park. In a sense. 
this was to compete more effectively with 
New York. 

I don’t think it will work out. I doubt 
that Washington Park in March or mid- 
April will draw as many people as Sports- 
man’s Park, which may be small but is a 
thoroughly modern. all-weather plant. For 
each of the past 3 Saturdays, Sportsman’s 
Park has averaged close to 19,000 in at- 
tendance and $1.400.000 in mutuel han- 
dle. The Balmoral meeting at Washington 
Park. which follows Sportsman’s, prob- 
ably won't do much better. Certainly it 
won't approach Aqueduct. which on one 
recent Saturday. drew some 57.000  per- 
sons. who bet over $5,000,000. 

Chicago can have fine racing, and it 
does now to a degree. Its facilities for 
fans and horsemen, generally, are excel- 
lent. It could add plenty of spice to rac- 
ing by having 2 or 3 races daily at 114 
miles and beyond. 


Kroese’s Horses 
Finish 1-2 at Laurel

LaureL. John S. Kroese, among the 
happiest of horse’ owners, is adept in 
purchasing bloodstock, whether for specu- 
lation or, as is usually the case. enjoyment. 


The only time that the Teaneck, N. J.. 
resident participated in a deal for resale. 
he enjoyed a windfall profit. He pur- 
chased the horses in training and year- 
lings of the closed-bid sale of the William 
Woodward Jr. estate in December, 1955. 
He resold the older horses. including 
Nashville and Amber Diver. and garnered 
a substantial profit. 

Kroese. nearing 70. owner of an elec- 
trical supply business in New York City. 
said. “Anybody who has money should 
buy a horse. He'll live forever from the 
joy he'll experience. Sure. there are 
times when there are heartaches. But 
when your horse wins... it’s fascinat- 
ing.” 

Kroese must be doubly fascinated by 
*Civic Guard and *Mozart. which finished 
1-2 in the Laurel Anniversary Handicap. 
The 4-year-old [rish-bred winner. a colt 
by Constable—Dysie. by Jamaica Inn. led 
throughout in the 11,-mile affair. and 
lowered the course record by 225 seconds. 
Harmonizing and *Radjah II completed 
the field. The entry. trained by Sidney J. 
Smith. returned $3.20 in the win-only pool. 
Although 6 were entered Friday. trainer 
George T. Poole decided not to run Idola- 
ter. and Ashlar. winner of Laurel Han- 
dicap on April 22, injured his right hind 
leg the morning of the race. 

*Civie Guard was sent to the front by 
Nick Shuk. *Mozart. under Bobby Corle. 
trailed comfortably. closely followed by 
Harmonizing. and *Radjah. This order 
was threatened when *Civic Guard ap- 
parently shied from a collection of hurdle 
wings in the infield. It appeared momen- 
tarily that *Mozart would go by his sta- 
blemate. but Shuk shook up *Civie Guard. 
which came on again and won by a 
length. 

“T tried to go by him. but I couldn't.” 
Corle later said. Smith congratulated 
Shuk and Corle, and announced that the 
Riggs Handicap at Pimlico would be their 
next objective. 

*Civic Guard was one of two 2-year-old 
colts of 1959 which Smith obtained in a 
package deal in Ireland for $25.000. 
*Drinaptic (Preciptic—Drinagh, by Arc- 
tic Star), the more highly regarded. is 
training well for his 1961 debut. 

Two years previously Smith had gone 
to Ireland and bought *North Pole II 
(*Arctic Prince—Ash Plant, by Nepen- 
the) for $45,000. A half-brother to the 
1960 Belmont Stakes winner *Celtic Ash.

Seven Thirty, the fifth foal of Eight Thirty’s half- 
sister Time to Dine, was born on May 14, 1958, 
at George D. Widener’s Old Kenney Farm, Lex- 
ington. A series of minor ailments kept the filly 
from racing at 2, but at Hialeah Park on February 
20 she won her first start by a margin of 7 
lengths, and on April 12 at Aqueduct she scored 
by 9 lengths, running 6 furlongs in 1:10, three- 
fifths of a second faster than Primonetta’s time 
in the Prioress Stakes the same day. For the 
Comely Stakes, the 19-10 favorite was Apatonthe- 
back, second in the Prioress, and Seven Thirty 
was second choice at 19.5 to 10.

After 2 other jockeys were unable to fulfill 
commitments to ride Can’t Sleep, Richard Griffiths 
was given the mount for the Golden Poppy Handi- 
cap, and he steered her to an 8%-length victory 
over the sloppy track. Griffiths kept her in second 
place, behind Miss Fecamo, to the stretch turn, 
then let her run. Having failed to win in 8 
previous starts this season, Can’t Sleep was lightly 
backed, and she paid $23.20. 

Bred in California by Mr. and Mrs. M. G. 
Sues, Can't Sleep was sold for $3,600 to the 
Middle Ranch Stable at the 1958 Del Mar year- 
ling sales. At 2 she ran twice for claiming prices 
of $10,000 before breaking her maiden on July 
2, 1959, at Hollywood Park, defeating Cherokee 
Miss, which later won the Golden Gate Sorority 
Stakes. Last year she won the San Mateo Handi- 
cap by better than 3 lengths, and finished second 
to La Belle Helene in the Mapes Hotel of Reno 
Handicap. 

Can’t Sleep, first foal of the hard-working race 
mare Just Why, was the first stakes winner this 
year by the Australian-bred *Reading II, which 
died in 1957.

New York. John L. Rotz arrived at 
Aqueduct a week late, and on the first 
day he rode 3 winners. Immediately 
stables clamored for his services. He won 
the Wood Memorial on Globemaster, then 
headed for Louisville and the Kentucky 
Derby. Before the young man arrived in 
New York he was a virtual unknown in 
the East. 

The handsome, 26-year-old rider from 
Warrensburg. IIL. said. “I guess I've 
been on the right horses the right time. 
I'm very glad to be on top. The competi- 
tion is as tough as anywhere, except 
Hialeah, where most of the jocks migrate 
each winter. I like the way they ride 
here. It’s a classy organization. They’re 
not dragging them down, and there is 
no mad rush for that first turn. I plan to 
remain here as long as I can.” 

Rotz, who started riding in 1953, didn’t 
make it big until 1959. During the last 
2 years he booted in more than 400 win- 


ners, and last year his mounts earned a 
little more than a million dollars. 

In the jockeys’ room they call Rotz 
“The Nibbler.” because of his steady 
treks to the lunch counter between races. 
The man who serves the jocks, Jack 
Hendler, said, “They’re not kidding. This 
boy likes to brunch.” 

Rotz laughed this off, saying. “Now 
don’t play up my nibbling. Before you 
know it, theyll think I can’t make weight. 
But it is not so. I ride at 111. and never 
have trouble.” 

Rotz. whose hobby is modern jazz. 
likes to remember his “towel days” in 
high school. “I never played ball,” he 
said. “I was the towel boy and manager 
for the baseball, basketball, and track 
teams. I guess I must have handled more 
towels than horses.” 

Trainer Jimmy Jones, talking about 
Rotz one day. said, “Rotz is one of the 
fine young riders coming up.” and trainer 
Joe Bollero said, “I’ve never seen a boy 
show so much confidence in himself and 
his horses. He is saving his horses while 
many of the others are pressing for speed 
all the way.” L. DeF.

I talked with 
Ivan and told him that if he were in a 
situation where he felt he could make a 
change, I would appreciate his contact- 
ing me. I stipulated, however, that he 
would first have to ask Mr. Abercromie’s 
permission. 

“He went down to Texas and talked 
with Mr. Abercromie and decided he had 
better stay where he was. He came back 
and told me, though, that he knew a 
better trainer than he was. I asked him 
who that was. and he said Burley, his 
brother, who had been out of racing for 
7 or 8 years (since *Noor). Ivan said 
he wasn’t sure whether Burley would 
want to come back to the race track. 

“So Ivan called Burley, asked him to 
come and see me in Los Angeles. We talk- 
ed for a while. and I liked him. I told him 
he could work out the money part of 


the contract any way he wanted, but that 
the only thing in there I wanted was a 
clause specifying that if at any time he 
was not happy, he could leave me with 
60 days notice. Burley said he didn’t care 
for any one-way contracts, but I insisted 
on it, because I have found that it is 
best not to have a man tied down who 
doesn’t want to work with me. 


“I'm satisfied right now I have the 2 
best men in the business: Burley Park 
training and Leslie Combs handling the 
breeding end.” 

In November of last year Wolfson pur- 
chased 482 acres—the former Dottie G. 
Ranch—about 11 miles northwest of 
Ocala. Fla. He added land until Harbor 
View Farm (Block suggested the name) 
now totals 576 acres. 

The farm is managed by Adrien 
Gauthier. It has one 28-stall barn, a 
second 28-stall barn under construction. 
a 20-stall broodmare barn. a 6-stall stable. 
and a 60x60-foot hay barn. all of mason- 
ry. A stallion barn is to be built this year. 
The farm is building a 6-furlong training 
track. 

The main residence. a quarter-mile 
from the road, is a rambling. ultra-modern 
ranch-type structure. 

Wolfson, who has offices in Jackson- 
ville and New York. lives during the 
winter at Miami Beach, in his $600,000 
residence overlooking Biscayne Bay. with 


his wife (the former Florence Monsky, 
of Montgomery, Ala.) and 3 younger 
children, Stephen (Steve-Rullah was a 
$68,000 yearling purchase), Gary (Gar- 
wol was a $32,000 yearling), and Martin 
(Prince Marty, a *Princequillo colt, 
bought at Keeneland for $40,000). 

Wolfson said he had been attending 
races for a long time before he bought 
a horse. 

“T used to bet $500 or $1,000 a race. 
But since I’ve had my own stable, I only 
bet on my own horses and then only $100. 

“You know, owning my own_ horses 
has saved me a lot of money.” 


MAN OF ACTION 


Louis Wolfson is a big man. 6-2, 190 
pounds, with small blue eyes and a Peter 
Gunn haircut. He has the casual confident 
walk of an athlete. To strangers. he ap- 
pears shy. reserved. With his friends. he 
is warm. quick to laugh. He has a 
genuine interest in people. At the race 
track he is relaxed, but he is more at 
ease in the track kitchen than in the Turf 
and Field Club. 

He was born in St. Louis. and when he 
was 6 months old the family moved to 
Jacksonville. where his father, Morris 
Wolfson. a Russian immigrant, started 
in the scrap metal business. 

At Andrew Jackson High School in 
Jacksonville. he starred in football, be-

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ing named to the all-Southern team at 
end. He gained letters in basketball, 
baseball, and track. He accepted a foot- 
ball scholarship to Georgia in 1929, and 
was first-string end as a sophomore. He 
had hopes of going far in football; he 
wanted to be an All-America, maybe play 
pro ball, then become a coach. He went 
as far as Albie Booth, Yale’s All- 
American halfback. Playing in the Yale 
Bowl on October 10, 1931, Wolfson 
tackled the Eli hero of verse and song 
and suffered a shoulder injury which 
brought his football career to an abrupt 
end. He remained in college for another 
year, lettering in basketball and wrest- 
ling. 

Wolfson was not a good student. He 
returned to Jacksonville to his father’s 
depression-hit scrap business. He bor- 
rowed $5,000 from Harold Hirsch, a 
Georgia alumnus who had great faith in 
ex-athletes. He raised another $5.000 on 
his family’s pooled insurance _ policies. 
With this stake he founded the Florida 
Pipe and Supply Company in association 
with his father and brother Sam. Under 
his direction, sales rose to $100.000 the 
first year. to $4,500.000 in 10 years. 

He made his first “real money” near 
the end of World War Il. The St. Johns 
Shipyards in Jacksonville, which had cost 
the Government $19 million to build. 


was offered for sale by sealed bid. The 
fact that the Government wanted to sell 
the yards to a shipbuilding outfit dis- 
qualified Wolfson—momentarily. 

Four days before the bids were open- 
ed, Wolfson purchased the Tampa Ship- 
building Company for $1.5 million. He 
then made the successful bid of $1,926,500 
on the St. Johns yards. He sold the 
heavy equipment from the St. Johns yards 
for $2,250.00 and had $2,000.000 worth of 
land and buildings left. 

Wolfson operated the Tampa yards for 
19 months, building cargo ships for the 
French, large dredges for the Dutch. 
After making $5 million on contracts, he 
sold the yards at auction for $3 million. 
After the war, he and his family divided 
liquidating dividends of $2.5 million 
from the Florida Pipe and Supply Com- 
pany—that $10,000 outfit. 

The St. Johns deal prompted some Con- 
gressional scowls. but investigation by 
the War Surplus Board resulted in find- 
ings that nothing was underhanded: Wolf- 
son simply had been smart and bold. 

Wolfson started buying Negro theatres. 
then drifted into producing pictures. 
“The Babe Ruth Story” was a financial 
success. others were not. Stock in Mono- 
gram Pictures bought for $400.000 was 
sold for $1.250.000. 

A friend called attention to Capital 


Transit Company, which owned the busses 
in Washington, D. C., and had about 
$5 million in surplus. Stock was selling 
for $18.75. Wolfson bought 109,000 shares 
at $20. 

The Public Utilities Commission soon 
wanted to know why Wolfson was pay- 
ing out a big dividend and asking for 
a fare increase at the same time. Wolf- 
son explained that the surplus should 
have been paid out long before, and that 
the increase was asked to guarantee fair 
return in the future. His claim that the 
service was better than ever, was not re- 
futed, and the increase was granted. 

Wolfson’s investment in Captial Tran- 
sit was $214 million. He got about $6 
million in dividends and paper profit. 

By 1954 he was beginning to be called 
Raider Wolfson. He was studying Mont- 
gomery Ward. Sewell Avery, predicting 
a depression. had piled up assets of $717 
million in Government bonds and such. 
No new Montgomery Ward outlet had 
been opened in 14 years. 

Wolfson started buying Montgomery 
Ward stock and announced that a proxy 
fight was on. The public had just been 
treated to a fine old-fashioned battle when 
Robert Young fought to gain control 
of the New York Central Railroad, and 
people now sat back to enjoy the Mont- 
gomery Ward fracas, which occupied 
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Iron Liege beating one of the best fields in Derby history

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much of the business news space for 
nearly a year. battle ended 
April 22, 1955. At the stockholders’ 
meeting Wolfson had only a third of 
the proxies. He got only 3 directors on 
the board. 

The magnitude of the Montgomery 
Ward fight is best illustrated by the fact 
that. although Wolfson controlled 1.8 
million shares. representing $153.000.000, 
it was not enough to carry the day. It 
would have been enough, however. to 
have bought control of the New York 
Central, whose total stock value at that 
time was $162,500,000. 

It was generally accepted that Wolfson 
lost the Montgomery Ward fight. Sewell 
Avery resigned, however, and a man ac- 
ceptable to Wolfson was put in Avery’s 
place. Most of the proposals Wolfson had 
made were put through, in modified 
form. When Wolfson sold his Mont- 
gomery Ward stock, he received a_ re- 
ported profit of $750,000. 

Wolfson is chairman of the board and 
chief executive officer of Merritt-Chap- 
man and Scott, a diversified industrial 
empire with an annual business volume 
of $425 million, a current backlog of 
$470 million. 

In 1949, when he joined its board, the 
company had a net worth of $8.4 million, 
an annual business volume of $42 million. 
and 5.000 employees as an_ old-time 
marine construction and salvage com- 
pany. Under Wolfson’s direction. it now 
has a net worth of $144 million, has 
some 25,000 employees involved in con- 
struction, shipbuilding, chemicals, paints, 
metallurgical products, fuels, and build- 
ing materials, as well as marine salvage 
and heavy hoisting. 

Current projects include the 3 largest 
competitive contracts ever awarded to a 
single company, Glen Canyon Dam in 
Arizona ($108 million), the Niagara 
generating plant near Buffalo ($99 mil- 
lion), and Priest Rapids Dam in Wash- 
ington $98 million). Merritt-Chapman & 
Scott subsidiaries include Devoe and 
Raynolds of Louisville, New York Ship- 
building Corporation, of Camden, N. J.. 
and Tennessee Products and Chemical 
Corporation of Nashville. 

He has reached the point where he 
can began to relax and enjoy himself 
and address his attention to the abstruse 
problems of breeding the good horse. 
He reached this point a bit earlier in 
life than did W. C. Whitney and James 
R. Keene, but then he always has been 
a man in a hurry.

Racing Abroad 


Tulloch Falls 
Short of Goal 


Sypney. Tulloch failed by a whisper 
to become the first £100,000 winner in 
Australasia, but in defeat he was mag- 
nificent. It was hoped that the sponsored 
£4,100 (including £100 cup) Caltex Qual- 
ity Handicap. 1144 miles, at Rosehill 
would carry his stakes to the round figure, 
but under 133 pounds he just failed to 
gain the day from another New Zealand- 
bred, the 6-year-old gelding Savage (Ruth- 
less—Happy Climax), whose impost of 
116 was reasonable in view of his victory 
at Flemington in a good handicap field a 
week earlier when he humped 127. A 
moderate third was Valerius (122). There 
were 8 starters. 


Before the race trainer Smith gave his 
opinion that Tulloch was facing one of 
the hardest tasks of his career, as he was 
giving weight to a number of top-class 
animals. Champion filly Wenona Girl was 
receiving 22 pounds. 

Savage came across the Tasman with 
the Melbourne Cup in view, but he was 
not wound up in time. Since then he has 
won several good races in Melbourne and 
on provincial courses, and when the Syd- 
ney Turf Club handicapper gave him 116 
against Tulloch’s 133, his trainer, Theo 
Lewis, made no secret of his view that 
Tulloch would have the job in front of 
him. And so it proved. 

Tulloch raced to the front at the 3- 
furlong post and after being headed by 
Savage he came again and at the line 
was overhauling the winner. In another 
stride he would have won the £2,300; in- 
stead he got £1,000. Said the judge: 
“Savage’s head was going down and Tul- 
loch’s was coming up, and that made 
the difference between winning and 
losing.” 

Tulloch is flying to Adelaide, 1,000 
miles away, to have a crack at the Pull- 
man Select Stakes, and after that he will 
fly back to Sydney and later go on to 
Brisbane, up north, for the rich winter 
carnival. 


Sydney’s Yearling Sales 


Both Pirate King and Pipe of Peace 
played leading roles at Sydney’s yearling 
sales when their first crops were a cen- 
ter of attraction. Eighteen Pirate Kings 
brought 37.050 guineas, average 2,058, 
which was a record for first-season sales 
in Australia. The 31 Pipe of Peace offer- 
ings realized 52.925 guineas, average 
1,707. 


At the 4-day sale 517 lots were sold 
for 377.755, an average of 730.6 guineas.

The buyer was W. Long- 
worth, chairman of the Sydney Turf Club 
and owner of Wenona Girl, the great 
filly that looks like lowering Evening 
Peal’s record of £30,744 for stakes won 
by a mare in Australia. 

On the closing day of the sales there 
was panic bidding for yearlings by Star 
Kingdom. Five head brought 16,100, in- 
cluding the Margo Lass colt for 4,100. 
Star Kingdom finished with top honors— 
21 lots for 56.875 guineas, average 2,708.

The 2.600-meter Premio International 
de Chile, with 40.000 Escudos (about 
$38,400) value, had its inaugural run- 
ning April 16 at the Club Hipico, Santia- 
go, with a field of 12 Chilean runners and 
3 others, the noted Peruvian mare Pam- 
plona, Liberal II from Panama, and 
Bonin from Argentina. Pamplona, re- 
ported in poor condition physically, fin- 
ished fifth and the other 2 invaders were 
far back in the field. 

The favorite and winner, flying the 
same colors as the champion *La Sexta. 
was La Bastille Stud’s 3-year-old Lily 
Pons, previously winner of the Otono 
clasico. The filly had a 5-length margin 
over Prince Medicis (Prince d’Or—La 
Portena) at the finish, and third, 114 
lengths farther bask, was Galardon (Roi 
d’Atout—Gazelita). The Oaks winner 
Miss Suzy was fourth.

The Leaders in Puerto Rico 


You found space some time ago to 
report on the 1960 racing year of Puerto 
Rico, which shows once more your great 
interest in keeping your readers abreast 
on all aspects of horse breeding every- 
where in the world. But you omitted, of 
all things. the breeding results. The list 
of our 10 leading sires of 1960. was pub- 
lished here by the daily press in January, 
as follows:

Luchador stands at Potrero Santa 
Isabel. Luchador is an Argentine-bred son 
of The Druid (by *Bahram) from 
Lujanera, by Sind. Etiope (Eternal Bull 
—Poppycock. by Identify) came from the 
U. S. A... where his name was Eternal 
Pop. He is a half-brother to Blue Man. 
Rialto (Congreve—Venezia. by Adam’s 
Apple) is a full brother to *Murano, now 
standing in the U. S. A. 

The news in this list is that Luchador 
was at last officially (?) recognized as 
leading sire. He has been really the 
leading sire for several years by all 
known counts (money, races, winners, 
stakes winners, etc.), but the selection of 
“leading sire’ had been made in_ the 
past for seemingly empirical reasons by a 
group of racing writers under the 
auspices of a publicity concern working 
for El Comandante. This year some of 
the members of the group unexpectedly 
prevailed in their efforts to establish the 
more reliable money-won basis as yard- 
stick. 

I should add that you also omitted that 
Corazon was chosen as the broodmare 
of the year. Her name in the U. S. A. was 
Sun Boots (Our Boots—Sun Emblem, by 
*Sun Briar). Her designation was_ in- 
evitable. She is the dam of 2 local 
champions. She also belongs to Potrero 
Santa Isabel. which additionally received 
—if I remember correctly—3 more of the 
usual honors. including the title of Horse 
of the Year. which went to Cardiologo 
(Eternal Pop—Sun Boots).
